The process of selecting a jury 
for the second Wan trial probably 
will be completed today, and the 
government formally will begin its 
task of trying to send the former 
Chinese student to the. electric 
chair. 

Ziang Sun Wan, the defendant, is 
charged with killing Dr. Ben Sen 
Wu, one of the three Chinese who 
were found murdered in the Chi- 
nese Educational mission, in Kalo- 
rama road, January 29, 1919. The 
theory of the government is that 
Wan killed Wu after the latter had 
murdered the other two Chinese. 

Wan, neatly attired, wearing a 
blue suit and a white silk shirt, sat 
behind the counsel table during the 
opening session yesterday. Court 
attaches, who witnessed the first 
trial, marvelled at the change in 
him. In the nearly seven years he 
has been in the District jail he has 
been transformed from a haggard, 
emaciated youth to a mature and 
virile man. 


Two More Witnesses Dead. 


Two more witnesses have been 
claimed by death, it was announced. 
Howard W. Vermillion, a headquar- 
ters detective,,died at Walter Reed 
hospital vesterday. He was to have 
been called as a witness by counsel 
for Wan. 

George J. Spohn, night clerk at 
the Harris hotel, where Wan and 
his brother stayed, died Sunday-at

AND WOMAN IN AUT 


Workers at Teman, Va., Seek 
Child Also Believed 


Victim of Crash. 
Richmond, Va., Jan, 11 (By A. P.). 
ieorge W. Smith and two com- 

panions, an elderly man and a 
woman, were killed near Teman this 
afternoon when their automobile 
was struck by Chesapeake & Ohio 
passenger train, No. 46, bound for 
Richmond. The elderly man and 
woman died almost instantly and

“T saw several dead Mexican 
women and children, in addition to 
men, how many I do not know; I 
could not see. It was a ruthless 
massacre and a most terrible sight. 
Even now I can hardly belfeve that 
such an awful thing happened. 

“I doubt if anybody will ever ac- 
curately know the number of deac 
and wounded. I saw wounded men 
die, and others killed instantly. 1 
saw one aged woman writhing in 
horrible agony, her body shot open. 
'I saw a little baby shot through the 
heart. I saw bodies so burned as 
to be almost indistinguishable from 


the charred timbers of the coaches. 
Altogether it was a perfect nighte 
mare of incredibly wanton bloode 
thirstiness. 

“The sole and only mercy, which 
I cannot explain, was shown to for- 
eigners. Not a foreigner was killed, 


Smith died soon after being placed 
aboard the train. He was able to 
give only his own name. 

Clothing found in the demolished 
machine led officials to believe that 
a child also was in the car when it 
was struck by the train. A section 
gang is searching the _ vicinity.

Georgetown Company to Be 
Ordered to Extend Mains 
From Foxhall Road. 


Extension of gas service from 
Foxhal!l road to Potomac Heights 
will be ordered soon by the public 
utilities commission of the George- 
yiown Gas Light Co. The company 
has been formally advised that the 
order would be forthcoming when 
weather permits the work.

FIVE LINES PASS POINT 


A central stopping place for the 
several motorbus lines that pass 
near the Navy and Munitions build- 
ings during rush periods was sug- 
gested to Engineer Commissioner J.

It is 
suggested that a logical place might 
be the little triangle at Eighteenth 
and B streets. where the buses of 
the Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. now stop and that street cars 
stop nearer that corner during the 
hours designated.’’ 

Maj. W. E. R. Covell, Commis- 
sioner Bell’s assistant in public util- 
ity matters, said the letter indi- 
cated a legitimate public need and 
would receive consideration.

STREETS UNPAVED 
MUDDY AND RUTTY 


Riding Is Found to Be Painful | 


in Automobile Tour 
of Section.

C. F. DONOHUE SAYS 

Declares Area Should Receive 

Fair Share of Taxes for 
Improvements. 


Unpaved streets filled with ruts 
and pools of water and mud in the 
residential section of Southeast 
Washington within less,than a mile 
of the Capitol were revealed in 
large numbers by a survey made 
by a Post reporter, in company with 
Clarene F. Donohue, realtor, of 
314 Pennsylvania avenue southeast. 

On D street between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth, the surface of the en- 


tire street was worn off with the 
stones of the roadbed exposed. iiIt 
was impossible to drive over this 
stretch at more than a few miles 
an hour. C street between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth was even 
worse. In addition to finding no 
paving at all, C street was a morass 
of holes and gullies filled with 
water. Turning into Fourteenth, 
the street was little better. Broken 
macadam and stones made riding 
in the back seat an agony. Driving 
a car over this street was a tedious 
and painful task at any _ speed. 
Kentucky avenue “ between South 
Carolina avenue and D street was 
no better. 


Has Faith In Real Estate. 


“T have faith in Washington real 
estate,’’ Mr. Donohoe remarked, 
‘but anyone would be foolish to 
build out here. I would rather buy 
land a half mile farther out of the 
city than risk buying building sites 
on these streets.’’ 

Massachusetts avenue from 
Fifteenth street to the District jail 
was nothing but ruts and mud. B 
between Fifteenth and Nine- 
teenth street, was just as tad. In 
fact, the whole section between B 
and Massachusetts avenue 
had no paved streets and this sec- 
tion is well built up with residences. 

“Every dollar the District gov- 
ernment spends on streets and 
walks in this section adds $5 to the 
value. of the property,’’ Mr. Dono. 
hoe declared. ‘‘We only want a fair 
distribution of improvements in the 
southeast, based proportionately on 
the amount of taxes we pay to the 
District government,’’ he asserted. 

Mr. Donohoe believes that the 


Citizens association of the south-|’ 


east might gain some of these need- 
ed street improvements by inviting 
the District commissioners to drive 


over the same route..

“No one who does not live out 
here has any idea of the deplorable 
state of our streets,’*’ Mr. Donohue 
declared. 


Worst Streets Named. 


The worst streets in the south- 
east are south of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. The following streets were 
found to be in particularly poor re- 
pair: K street, between Fifteenth 
and Twelfth; Fourteenth street, “ 
tween Pennsylvania av enue and 
street; G street, between Scteatie 
and Seventeenth streets}; L street, 
between Eleventh and Thirteenth, 
and Second street, between L and K 
streets. Many of these thorough- 
fares are streets in name only, 
resembling country roads more than 
city streets. Houses front on all of 
these streets, however. 

Mr. Donohue was highly indig- 
nant. ‘‘You mean to tell me the 
District government could not sur- 
face these streets with something to 
make them passable,’’ he asked. 
“You can bet I would do something 
to them if I owned them,” he added, 
“if I only had cinders to improve 
them.’”’ 

The two triangular lots owned 
by the government at the intersec- 
tion of Twelfth and South Carolina 
avenue southeast, are in their 
present condition an eyesore to that 
neighborhood, Mr. Donohue be- 
lieves. Mr. Donohue would. have 
the government buy the buildings, 
demolish them and convert the 
sites into public parks.

Various Needs Cited. 


Some of the various needs which 
must be provided for are the fol. 
lowing: Emigrants stranded at the 
various ports, orphans in Poland, 
agricultural settlement in Russia, 
relief work in Bessarabia, and many 
other urgent necessities, One and 
a half millions have also been al- 
located for work in Palestine. 

The campaign was initiated by a 
contribution of $1,000,000 by Julius? 
Rosenwald, of Chicago, followed by 
$400,000 from Felix Warburg, of 
New York. Many other generous 
checks have also been received. 

Meetings have already been held 
through the South and West, and 
the drive is proceeding with gratify- 
ing results in those sections. There 
is reason to believe that each State 
will make up its full quota. The 
District of Columbia has beén as- 
signed the task of raising $100,000 
to be paid in over a_ three-year 
period.
